Lake Steamers Carry More 
Than 4,000 Cars in May

ULUTH, MINN., June 11.—The 
month of May, the first navi- 

gation month on the Great Lakes, 
shows that more than 4,000 auto- 
mobiles were shipped to Duluth 
and Superior by water. Records of 
the three steamship companies, 
known as the “Big Three,” reveal 
that more automobiles are being 
shipped to Duluth and Superior 
by water this year than ever be- 
fore in the history of the automo- 
tive industry and Great Lakes 
shipping industry. 

The companies comprising the 
“Big Three” are the Great Lakes 
Transit Corporation, the Minnesota- 
Atlantic Transit Company and the 
Western Transit Company, recently 
organized to handle automobile 
shipments between lower lake ports 
and Duluth and Superior. 

The records of the three compa- 
nies reveal very large increases for | 
| the month of May in 1928 over the 
|same month in 1927. The leading 
|firm was the Minnesota-Atlantic 





Transit Company, whose records re< 
veal that for May this year 2,003 
automobiles were delivered in Du- 
luth by their fleet of five vessels, 
whigh was an increase of 794 auto- 
mobiles over May, 1927. With 1,800 
automobiles brought in by the ves- 
sels of the Great Lakes Transit 
Corporation this firm’s records boast 


of an increase of 800 automobiles 
for May, 1928, over that of May,

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Cook County Registrations Score Big Gain 


Increase in May 
Is 24.5 Per Cent. 
Over April Sales

HICAGO, June 11.—Rec-| 


ords for the year were 
established in new car regis- 
trations for Cook county for 
the month of May, the gain 
over April having been 24.5 
per cent. and 18.6 per cent. 
over May last year. 

Further gratification is noted in 
the fact that the total of 10,955 for 
last month was only 943 cars short 
of the peak showing of 1926, the 
banner year, when 11,898 new cars 
Were registered in May. 


An analysis of the figures indi- | 
cates that while the demand for the | 


low and medium priced cars showed 
Substantial gains, there were nota- 
ble increases in the sale of such 
high grade products as the Cadil- 
lac and Packard. 

Ford is coming into the market 
in greater quantities, as evidenced 
by the 683 registrations last month. 
Incidentally, the showing last 
month was greater than that of 
May, 1927, and it was the first 
month that Ford has shown a 
gain over the corresponding per- 
fod of the year previous since 
the slump in production and sales 
last spring. 

There was somewhat of a change 
in the general standing, due to 
Ford’s elevation and the showing 
made by the groups. Chevrolet still 
continues to lead, its total for last 
month having been 2,385, compared 
with 2,243 in May, 1927. 

Oakland-Pontiac took second 
place, with 957; Hudson-Essex third, 
with 867; Buick occupies fourth 
place, with 816; then comes Ford, 
with 683, and Nash sixth with 663. 

The Willys products also moved 
up due to an increase in the sale 
of the Whippets. A total of 574 gave 
the group seventh place, with 
Chrysler taking eighth with 555. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the month, however, was the 
sensational rise of the Graham- 
Paige, which scored a gain of 
582.5 per cent. over the showing of 
the Paige-Detroit in May last year. 
Graham-Paige had a total of 437.

Tlie manufaeturer 
who considers his business with relation to that of other 
companies is quite likely to lose efficiency and power. 
The wise manufacturer is the man who tends to his own 
knitting. If he does this his position as regards rivals 
will probably be far more satisfactory to him than it will 
be if he persistently keeps his eyes on his neighbors. 


Disseminating Education 


HERE has been considerable discussion of the part that 

the motor vehicle is playing in the development of edu- 
cation in this country. Especially noteworthy is its con- 
tribution to the improvement of educational facilities in the 
rural districts, by making possible the establishment of cen- 
tral schools where the children of a given district may obtain 
schooling on a par with that provided by city schools. 

It is not generally realized, however, how much the | 
motor vehicle is doing to carry books of all kinds to residents | 
in the rural districts. In Los Angeles county, California, 
for instance, automobiles supply books to a rural population 
of 409,000 people. This is done by

These are simply samples of what is being done in 
many sections of the country to give rural residents the 
benefits of contact with what is being done in the world 
by means of books. And this development is only pos- 
sible by means of the motor vehicle.

Automotive In ndustry Leads 
All! ndustries i in France 


N. Washington Burean 
ASHINGTON, June 11.—The. 
French automotive industry 

ranks first of all industries in 

France and second in Europe with 

an output last year of 190,000 cars 

valued at $280,000,000. 

France’s automobile production is 


exceeded only by England’s in Eu- | 


rope. British production last year 
totaied 231,000 cars. Germany held 
third place in Europe with 72,000, 
Italy fourth with 55,800, Czecho- 
Slovakia fifth with 10,100, Austria 
sixth with 8,700 and Belgium sev- 
enth with 6,500. 

These figures were furnished the 
automotive division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce today in a report 
received from Trade Commissioner 
H. H. Kelly at Paris. 
afforded 


A striking contrast is 


by a comparison of the automobile | 


industries of France with those of 
the United States. Trade direc- 
tories show that more than _ 100 
firms produce passenger cars and 
70 build trucks in France; at the 
annual Paris Salon of 1927 80 
French makes of passenger cars 
alone were displayed. 

At the New York show last Jan- 
uary there were 43 cars and 19 
truck exhibitors, a total of 62. 
These 62 makes, together with one 
other not exhibited at the official 
New York show, accounted for a 
production of more than 3,500,000 
vehicles in 1927. The French in- 
dustry, with almost three times as 
many different makes, produced 
less than one-seventeenth of this 
number. 

The bulk of French production, 
however, is in the hands of a few 
leading manufacturers; in 1927 three 
firms alone accounted for more than 
of the total output. 

Production of the _— principal 
French manufacturers for the last 
years of cars and trucks, separate 
figures not being available, was as 
| follows :—

The average production of most 
of the smaller companies is in- 
credibly small. Many are family en- 
terprises or local ventures, which, 
despite many years’ existence in nu- 
merous cases, have never been able 
to extend their influence much be- 
yond their immediate locality. 
Manufacturers exist in the Mar- 
seilles and Bordeaux regions, for ex- 
ample, whose products are rarely if 
ever seen in other parts of France. 
Their continued existence is made 
possible only by the highly devel- 
| oped * ‘individualism” of the French 
| people, which until recent years has 
discouraged mass production of al- 
most any kind of article.

WIDE DIVERSIFICATION 

Besides the large number of firms 
in the industry, the diversity of their 
products is manifold. A classic ex- 
ample is the Renault Company, 
whose range of products includes 
trolley cars, military tanks, aviation 
engines, cars and trucks and many 
other items. 

Dozens of firms produce both cars 
and trucks; practically all French 
manufacturers have a wide gamut 
of models. In fact, only a few firms 
like Citroen and Hotchkiss concen- 
trate on a single model. 


This diversity in models 
gone to surprising lengths. The 
DeDion-Bouton Company pro- 
duced, between 1906 and 1926, no 
less than 118 different types of 
passenger cars, but a very small 
number of any one type. Renault, 
one of the strongest firms in the 
industry, built 110 models between 
1905 and 1925. 

Peugeot accounted for 83 types 
between 1908 and 1925. On the 
other hand, Hotchkiss lists only 17 
models from 1908 to 1926. and 
Citroen has the smallest number of

Even in trucks, the same lack of 
concentrated = effort is evident. 


DeDion-Bouton has built 80 differ- 
ent types, Renault 92, Berliet 39. 
The létter combinations, used to 
identify the myriad types of vari- 
ous manufacturers, have strained 
the resources of the alphabet. 

The most important automobile 
factories in France are fairly 
equipped, although visiting Ameri- 
can engineers usually comment on 
numerous evidences of waste. The 
Citroen plants are regarded as 
j}among the most efficient: some of 
| their installations—the forge and 
foundry shops, for instance—are 
held to be models of their kind. 

Citroen employs thousands of 
American tools, ranging from por- 
table electric drills to the heaviest 
variety of presses. Renault and 
Peugeot likewise, in their mass-pro- 
duction methods, have followed 
American practice and used Amer- 
| ican equipment. 


EXPORTS 


The export market is of great 
importance to the French in- 
dustry, its ratio of exports to pro- 
duction having been 30 to 35 per 
cent. during the last three years. 
In this respect the French indus- 
try is exceeded only by Italy, 
where the export ratio is 70 per 
cent.; but it exceeds England’s 20 
per cent. and Germany's 5 per 
cent. The American export ratio 
in 1927 was about 12 per cent. 
Owing to the strength of the chief 
manufacturers and the improve- 
ment in their products and methods 
of manufacture, it seems certain 
that the output of the French in- 
dustry- will steadily, though prob- 
ably slowly, increase. The dontestic 
market in this basically rich coun- 
try is still capable of great ex- 
pansion, especially among the mid- 
dle and lower classes.

AN JOSE, CAL., June 11, 


—The Foster Super 
Service Station have _§in- 
creased tire sales materially 
through the use of a black- 
board record method. The 
names of the eleven em- 
ployees are listed on_ this 


hoard with the quota the} are 
expected to sell each day. At 
first this quota was made on 
a more or less arbitrary basis, 
later the number being modi- 
fied somewhat in accordance 
with actual sales records. 
The quota varies considerably for 
different men, for it is obvious that 


wash rack men do not have the 
same opportunity of selling as men 
on the gas pump. Each day the 


tire sales are recorded on the black- 
board under the proper date. The 
method has helped to increase sales 
50 per cent. in many cases 
In commenting on the 
the board Foster said: “The 
blackboard helps to make our 
men realize that we expect real 
salesmanship. Anybody can fill 
a gas tank or fill a car up with 
oil. But it takes men of real abil- 
ity to keep up with the tire sales 
quota plan. The plan also gives a 
good check on the weak places in 
our organization.”

Careless workers, and 
men unversed in meeting the public 
can do a lot of damage around a 
station The only way to get good 
men and to keep them is to pay 
good wages,” he explains.

Leo C. Harmon, who is chairman 
of the Michigan Great Lakes Tide- | 
water Association, sees the end of 
the fight for a St. Lawrence deep 
waterway in sight. Consummation 
of the plan would make the Great 
Lakes a Mediterranean for America 
eight months of the year. The De- 
partment of Commerce estimates 
that 30,000,000 tons of freight will go 
through the waterway the first year 
that it is opened to traffic, and there 
should be a saving of an average ol 
$4 per ton over present rates to Eu- 
rope via New York. Completion of 
the project will have the effect of 
providing shippers with quicker 
transportation to England, in par- 
ticular. The mouth of the St. Law- 
rence is 500 miles nearer to Liver- 
pool, for example, than is New York. 

The plan is to eliminate fifty-five 
miles of rapids in the St. Lawrence 
by constructing a mammoth dam. 
America would receive half of the 
developed water power, which would 
amount to 420,000,000 kilowatt-hours 
per month, or 50 per cent. more than 
the combined outputs of all public 
utility plants in the state of New 
York. 

More than a third of America’s 
exports come through cities border- 
ing on the Great Lakes.

Business Better 
Than Ever Before 
Dealers Agree

AN ANTONIO, TEX., 
June 11.—Sales of ac- 
e . 
cessories and other automo- 


tive equipment are unusually 
high, according to local deal- 
ers and jobbers. 

“Our business for the _ present 
year is far better than any year 
previous in the history of our busi- 
ness,” reported Ellis Chaney, vice- 
president and general manager of 
the Southern Equipment Company, 
wholesalers. “I have just been 
going over our figures for the first 
five months of the current year and 
have found that we are averaging an 
increase of 31 per cent. over 1927. 

“The first three months of the 
year were very good with us, with 
March setting a new high record 
April was off a bit, due, probably, to 
the uncertainty of plenty of rain 
for feed and crops. May has shown 
a tremendous increase, and we are 
looking forward to continued good 
business for the summer. 

“While some of our business has 
shown a decline, we have made it 
up in other lines. Bumpers have 
fallen off due to these parts being 
standard equipment on practically 
all the new cars. On the other hand, 
the education of the repair shops io 
use better equipment has increased 


our sales in this direction. We ex- 
pect good business this year and, 
with present conditions, do not see 
how it can be otherwise.” 

‘We are enjoying a very good 
business,” reports Izzy Nevelow 
Bros. “So far this year we have 
shown an excellent increase over 


1927 and look forward to continued 
good business for the rest of the 
year. Our mail order business has 
held up wonderfully well, which 
shows that business conditions in 
the trade territory are good. We 
expect an increase of about 35 per 
cent. for the year.” 

General reports indicate that the 
Save-A-Life Campaign is not get- 


ting the response that was ex- 
pected. While a large number of 
car owners have had their auto- 
mobiles inspected, the public in- 
terest is lacking which would put 
the campaign over with efficiency 
and dispatch. With only a few 


more days to run, it is doubtful if 
it will increase business as expected. 

The months of June, July and 
August will probably set new high 
marks for sales of accessories, with 
present indications pointing to a 
good increase for the entire year 
over 1927.

EW YORK, June 11.— 
The wave of liquida- 

tion that swept the financial 
markets last week sent the au- 
tomotive stocks back to the’ 
price averages which ob- 
tained around May 1. Thus 
were the gains in averages 
of more than a month wiped 


out in a single week. 

The break was far from disor- 
derly, however, and numerous se- 
curities are still priced above the 
May 1 levels and some are near the 
high marks for the year. 

The Automotive Daily News aver- 
age of sixty representative automo- 
tive stocks declined in the past 
week from 51.67 to 48.15, a drop of 
3.52 points, which, by the way, is a 
loss of more ground than was 
gained in any single week during 
the great bull market.

General Motors, at 187, finished 
the week at its lowest price for a 
week’s closing figure since March 
31, when it ended up a week at 
the same quotation. Since that 
time this stock has sold as high 
as 210. In the past few weeks it 
has had strong support around 
185 and that may prove the re- 
sisting point again this week if 
the market tendency continues 
downward. This security cer- 
tainly has responded more read- 
fly to bullish influence than to 
bearish. 
Packard made a new high at 84% | 
during the week, but reacted on a 
statement by President Alvan Ma- 
cauley that his company would not | 
be involved in any immediate mer- 
ger.
